WHEREAS the Council of the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth therefore 
may by by-law require that during the whole or any part or parts of the year, all or any 
class or classes of shops in the municipality shall be closed and remain closed on each 
or any day of the week at and during any time or hours between 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon of any day and 5 o'clock in the forenoon of the next following day; and, 


WHEREAS the said Council on December 27, 1979, enacted By-Law R79-202, to 
regulate the hours of closing of retail shops in the Regional Area; and, 


WHEREAS subsection 47(4) of the said Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth 


Act permits the said Council to exempt a shop from any provision of the said By-Law for 
a special occasion as specified in the By-Law for a period not exceeding two 
consecutive days, and for not more than two periods in any year; and 


WHEREAS it is convenient and in the public interest to delegate the authority to grant 
exemptions from the provisions of the said By-Law to the Clerk: 


NOW THEREFORE, the Council of The Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth 
enacts as follows: 


if Section 9 of By-Law R79-202, as amended, is repealed and the following is 
substituted therefor: 


9.1) This By-Law shall be administered by the Clerk of the Regional 
Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth. 


(2) The occupier of a shop in the Regional Area may apply for an exemption 
from any provision of this By-Law for the purpose of a special occasion, by 
filing an application for such exemption with the Clerk. 


(3) The Clerk may grant an exemption from any provision of this By-Law to 
the occupier of a shop for a period not exceeding two consecutive days in 
duration, and for not more than two periods in any year, where the Clerk is 
Satisfied that the exemption for a special occasion is not likely to result in 
excessive noise or traffic congestion in the vicinity of the shop. 


(4) For the purposes of this By-Law a special occasion includes: 


a) astore opening sale; 

b) astore closing sale; 

c) . a fire sale; 

d) | abankruptcy sale; 

e) ananniversary sale; 

(f) a street or sidewalk sale; and 

(g) asale ona day not more than 30 days prior to a holiday as defined 
in the Retail Business Holidays Act, R.S.O. 1990, c. R. 30, as 
amended
